Nova Scotia— Triiiiiiphant Eudorse- 
lucut 'of Conli'dcratiou. 

At the opening of the Legislature of 
Kova Scolin, a debate took place on 
that part of the Lieutenant Governor'H 
spacob which rcfcTrcd in a congratul- 
atory nianner to tho adoption of Con- 
federation by the British . Parliament, 
Tho clause of course could not bo al- 
lowed to pnsfl without objection from 
the antiH, and an amondinont was 
accordingly moved by Mr. Stuart

"On bf>hiilf of tlie frco ponpio of 
2Jovft Scotia, wo w^nltl roH]iocli'ully 
Buboiit lliat i'J rulnlion to tbi t quea- 
tion, the present is, in our opinion a 
most important crisis in tho liimory ol 
this Province, and imporiitively de- 
knands ibo cxcrcipo of tbo wisest dis'- 
oretion in tho udinitiicitration of its 
pub'.is nfr»ire. Tims firmly impressed, 
wo deem it to bt'Oiir duty to <;onvey 
to Your Exeolicncy our Bolouin protest 
against tho action of tho delegates 
roforred to, and distinctly to claim 
and demand on behalf of .Nova Scotia, 
that no Biich measure iis that proposed 
should bavo any operation in this

Tne Provincial Sooreiary, Dr Tap-

Tho amend- 
ment was defeat od by ft m:ijority of 
two to one, tho number being thirty-, 
two against nixtoen.

Some curiosity has been folt about 
tbo nature of Lho now ciauaoB roporti 
od in tho Lond jii papers aa having 
boon added to the Confederation 13111 
in passing through Cammittoo of tho 
Houso of Conunona. Thcwo woro tho 
clauses rolafng to money matters 
provided in llio original dratt of the 
bill. Tho me;\.'-iiro iiaving boon initio 
alod in tlic Jluust) of Lords such 
clauses coulJ not bo introdncod, tho 
Commons hriving an excliniivo privi

Uhirk street, and one of tbo rest of Rainfortb'a 
property to Birdia,.>he^daoghterAor%Tlajetby 
VV. Fuller. Tho will provided for its owg^ 
e.xeeiition, nnd named Kendall apd^u|ler,j.tbo' 
le^'utecs, as executor's. 'The wiU'remafnod |oiit 
lile ever since, no^meiis'iircs tielog iak'eh to 
prove il niiiil yesterday morning, when a rule 
uf Court waa obtained to compel tho executors 

to (1(1 CO. 

At the time of the reported death of Ilain- 
forth, notice of tlie fact wnj published, wliich, 
comiiiK to lho rar3 of Mili;3 Kiii.iforth, hia 
biotbiT, ibu latter ennio to this city lo invc3tii 
trato tliu matter, lii coiiver.-irilion with Mr. F. 
llteaaii, the lawyer, who drew up the will, 
iind otiier.i, eertain iiiforniation was elicited 
which e.xeitcd hid sii.-ipicion.s, and led him to 
thu conclusion that either tbe will was a for- 
gery, or that tbero had been foul play in tbo 
manner of hia brotbcr'a death. Laboring 
under tbeae imprcsaiOQS, bo employed a legal 
linn 1.0 investiiiate tho matter, and if poasiblo 
to as'rrtain whotbcr bla auspicions were cor- 
rect, The Arm Imraediatolly applied iheiuselvea 
to ibo task, examined tbo will, and ''(.and it to 
be accurate nnd olTcctivo, e.\ceptiiip; ita proof 
before the Court, whii;li bail lujt yet, been per* 
fiiriiu"!. i-!everal iilteui|i!.s were made lo bavo 
tbe proof lalieii, but were nuavailiiif;, until 
liiiaMy a riilu uf Court waa obtained compelling 
the e.xeeuiors to lihow cauae wby tbey did not 
prove tli(! will. 

Vesterdiiy niorninf; the oxceillors, Kendall 
.Tuil I'uller, ajipearcd in answer to the rule of 
Court, and a-ked a post [lOiiiMueat of tbe ox^ 
ainiiiation uaiil tlie return of the lawyer, .Mr. 
F. llueiiau, who was iibdeat in thu country.

That about nine monllia aj;o Riin''orth, hinii 
self, Kendall ood olbers fonuod a conspiracy

was to have Unlnforlh'adire iusnred, hia-deatb 
ieiijned, notice of it publiabcd, a medical certi« 
licate to that effect obtained, ond to impose oo 
an undertaker and obtoin a certiQcate of in- 
torment. Tlio insurance waa to bo ( ITeCted for 
the brill fit of R linsforih's wife (he i'l a baebe» 
lor), and Eiiine woman proeiireii who wiis lo 
[HMionatu the wile and mako ibo application. 
T MS selienie was di.scuased for same lime, but 
ul in aU'ly ab aidonod, and tbo present one 

aibiiited irisleiid. 

Tho present schcmo was to consist in rt\in- 
forlh's assumed death, tho aUenda.ice of Ken- 
il.r. IS Pied!e:il adviser, tho [irocurinf; of a 
body from one of thn hospitals bearing a rr-, 
oeiiiobwice to Kainiorlh, ita reported burial 
aad Hoiitication uf bis death, tbo appointment 
Kendall nnd Fuller na the exrcutora of tbo 
estate, and finally, after a suliablo period bad 
elapsed, tbe proof of tbo will, and tho presents 
ment of tbe application to tboinaarance com- 
panies for indemnification. 

In pnrsniinco ot this plan, on tho Tnesilay 
precedin;:; Rainforllr'.s alleged death, he pre- 
lelidod to be indi<|)osed, went to b-d, and 
ur.iMU'iily ii]ipeired to bo Rrowiiip worse. Dr. 
K-e.dall w.i-: siuiinio.'.id as medical ndvi^er, 
and pronounced tbe ease one of typhoid fcver. 
On the Thursday fuUowinT; Uainworlh gave 
diicciions lo have his will prepared. Ou Fri-. 
d y another physiciau waa called in at tbo 
:e [uust of Dr. Keudall, made a hasty examina-i 
tiou uf tbe patient, and, deceived by the 
BiiiHilatod weakness and agony of ftainfortb, 
declared bo could not live more than thirty^ 
six houra. About 12 o'clock lho eamo day 
I'lillor w-cnt to Deli^ihl's harbor shop for a 
man It; .^havo oH' the whi.skeri and moiistache 
of It linlor'b, and alioiit nu hour afterward 
Ihc l.iU dyiiii,' will and te^lament of liiehard 
ICiinfurtli WHS signed in the presnnco of the 
lavvyer, Ikeiian, :ind two other wilnessea who 
weie c.illed in for the iiurposo.
